YANKEES HELD FRONT 
OF 52 MILES LAST DAY. 


GEN. MARCH GIVES FINAL 
LINE-UP OF AMERICAN 
PORCES; PAYS TRIBUTE 


[BY A. r. NIGHT Wink} 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—In giv- 
ing the official line-up of the Amer- 
wan armies on the day the war 
ended in November 11, Gen March 
today paid a glowing tribute to the 
Expeditionary Forces and declared 
that when hostilities ceased the 
front held by the American First 
and Second armies was Atty-two 
miles in extent. 

“The performance of the Amer- 
dean army,” he said, “‘at the con- 
clusion of the armistice, had reached 
the highest point of military em- 
ciency. They are close to the 
hearts of the American people.” 

The following was the line-up on 
the last day of the war, as given 
by Gen. March: 


“At the beginning of the armis- 
tice the final line on th Bel 
British and French frente 
proximately as follows: 

“Along the west bank of the

NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—To the 
extent that politics is synonymous 


with “getting down into the ditch 
and throwing mud.“ Henry Ford, 
defeated candidate for United 
States Senator from Michigan, is 
through with the game forever. To 
the extent that continued support of 
President Wilson's policies, Mr. Ford 
will stick to it. 

This assertion was embodied in 
a typewritten statement comment- 
ing on his defeat which Mr. Ford 
made public there today. Mr. 
Ford said he got lots of satisfaction 
out of his candidacy. 

“Any man worth while likes to 
know that he stands well with his 
neighbors.” the statement said. 
“The vote shows that in my home 
city and county where I have lived 
all my life I got all the Democrat- 
lc votes and nearly half the Repub- 
lican votes 

Mr. Ford wound up his statement 
by hinting at a possible recount of 
the yote in Michigan.

Wilson’s Note to Austria Ap- 
plauded in Siberia. 


Slovak Troops Desperately 
Need Assistance Now.

VLADISVOSTOK, Oct. 22. (De- 
layed.)—In Russia where thousands 
of Czecho-Slovaks are fighting for 
national independence, President 
Wilson's reply to Austria was re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm. The 
Czechs think it opens the way to 
Prague. The next was translated 
and telegraphed immediately 5000 
miles across Siberia to the Czech 
headquerters. Extras were issued 


here and the President’s terms post- 
ed over the billboards where the 
crowds are reading constantly. 

At the Czechs offices Wilson's 
note and the formation of the Czech 
government at Paris were heralded 
as final steps before actual return 
of all Czechs to Bohemia to unite 


It ie a thrilling sight to see the 
he who are looking forward to 
their return to their native land 
after being four years or more away

DEMAND COMPLETE FREEDOM. 


“We shall not stop our efforts un- 
til unconditional independence of 
our country Is assured. We cannot, 
will not. stop our efforte one mo- 
ment because the Bolshevik!, pressed 
by the Germans, are now trytng to 
force their way into Siberia.” 

“How long do you think the Bol- 
sheviki can hold out?“ 

J belleve the Bolshevtki will hold 
long as Germany sustains them, 
no longer. Whether an ermistice 
would have the effect of stopping all 
financial and military help to the 
Bolsheviki from Germany is doubt- 
ful. We are fighting for our free- 
dom. We will go through to our 
home as oon as possible We 
know from the news received from 
Austria that the situation even there 
is very favorabie to our national as- 


pirations.

HARBOR FIRM PLACES ORDER 
IN ORIENT; SHIPMENT ro 
COST $100,000

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, Nov. 
16.—Orders have been placed by one 
Japanese firm for $100,000 worth of 
nets and webbing made in Japan 
from cotton sent from America, The 
fishermen will pay $4.50 a pound 
for the nets that were formerly made 
in America and sold for $1.10 per 
pound, 

This is one of the results of the 
war that became known last night 
at the meeting of the Advisory Com- 
mittee appointed by Capt. W. C. 
Crandall, Fish Administrator for 
Southern California, to assist in en- 
forcing the regulations of the Food 
Administrator. The committee is 
made up of canners, fishermen and 
disinterested parties. I. G. Lewis, 
secretary of the San Pedro Cham- 
ber of Commerce, is chairman of 
the committee. 

Because of the increased cost of 
nets and other items, the fishermen 
Gemanded an increased price for 
sardines over last season, which was 
granted by the committees. Other 
matters under consideration at the 
meeting were facilities for handling 
the fish at the canneries faster. 
While appliances are provided for 
handling tuna, f has been found 
that it often takes the greater part 
of a day to discharge ae load of thirty 
tons of sardines from a boat, which, 
in the glaring sun, is good for nei- 
ther fish nor fishermen. 

All contracts betweer. canners and 

en are to be recorded with 
the Food Administration to check 
the receipt of fish by one cannery 
that may have been contracted by 
another.

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Harbor Business is ‘Expected to Largely 
Increase at Early Date. 


In the mater of imports, it is be- 
lieved that the present armistice 


situation will operate to loosen up 
the drastic regulations affecting the 
shipping of goods into this country 
that has for some time reduced ar- 
rivals from foreign countries at the 
local port. 

The constant diminution of im- 
Collector of Customs Elliott, has 
been largely due, so far as imports 
are concerned, to the scarcity of 
bottoms to bring the shipments 
across, all of the available shipping 
being employed in the carrying of 
troops and war supplies, and to the 
danger from submarines. 

Another feature that operated in 
the same direction as to imports 
were the numerous embargo orders 
which cut off trade entirely in some 
instances. It is believed that these 
orders will be loosened up a bit in 
the near future, but this has not 
been officially determined. 

The embargo shutting off the 
shipment cf Japanese foodstuffs to 
this country has been a source of 
hardship to many Japanese who are 
accustomed to the consumption of 
purely Japanese foods, and it has 
been necessary in many instances 
for local Japanese to appeal te the 
Chinese for food that appeals in 
common to their palates. This is 
an unusual situation, possibly the 
first time it has occurred in the his- 
tory of the local customs house. The 
Japanese embargo was recently 
ameliorated in a measure, and there 
may be concessions in other direc- i 


tions as permanent peace looms. 

It “ie known that a number of 
Los Angeles merchants have larg? 
shipments of goods waiting on the 
other side, which will be brought 
here as soon as proper shipping 
facilities can be provided. 

The total value of commerce pass 
ing through the port of Los Angeles 
for the month of September was 
$7,375,958, and the tonnage amount- 
ed to 222,546 tonsa, according to & 
detailed report just issued by Clar- 
ence H. Matson, traffic manager for 
the Los Angeles Harbor. This re- 
port is compiled from monthly ton- 
nage reports of wharf and steam- 
ship companies. 

The total of all inbound commerce 
at this port for September was 88. 
825 tons, valued at $3,676,586. The 
outbound commerce amounted to 
138,721 tons, valued at $3,699,372. 

There was inbound domestic mer- 
chandise amounting to 21,810 tons, 
and valued at $2,720,971, and in- 
bound domestic lumber to the extent 
of 61,996 tons, valued at $954,641. 
Outbound domestic commerce was 
100,642 tons, valued at $3,286,825. 


‘The total inbound foreign com- 
merce was 19 tons, valued at $940. 
The outbound foreign commerce was 
38,076 tons, valued at $412,547. 

During the month 158 commercial 
vessels arrived at this port, and there 
were 163 departures of this class. 
The net tonnage of the vessels ar- 
riving was 147,449, and that of de- 
parting vessels was 162,882. 

The outbound foreign commerce 
included shipments of automobiles, 
cement, lumber, general merchan- 
dle. oll and fuel.

ENTER THE STATESMAN. 


E' the soldier; enter the statesman. The swords are back in their 


scabbards, the throats of the guns are silent. The soldier returns to 

the walks of peace. He passes the statesman on the way—the states- 
man with his portfolios and his tomes of international laws. 

The soldier has done his work well. He fought heroically. He suf- 
fered and endured. He buried his dead. He won the war. : | 

And now the question arises: Will the statesman do his work—the 
work that awaits his well as the soldier did the work that was 
cut out for him? 

It is a question as grave as was the other when the war began. Indeed, 
it ig even a graver question, because the work of the soldier was to win the 
particular war in which he was engaged. The work of the statesman now 
is to end war forever, Be Syd 

_ That's it—to end war forever, no matter what other questions may 
arise. statesmen, who are now soon to gather at the peace table of the 
world, have a responsibility on their shoulders so far greater than re- 
sponsibilities ever borne by statesmen before that there is no comparison.’ 

This is also exactly what they are scheduled to do, but will they do it? 
Or will they, instead, involve the parleys and the proceedings of the con- 
ference in squabbles, as it has been the custom of peace conferences te do, 
immemorially ? 

There is the possibility that the peace table may fail in the big task 
before it while doing many things for the world's future good. But, there 
is a way to head off the possible misfortune. 

That way is for the peoples of the democracies of the world, whose 
representatives the dictators at this peace table will be, to issue their orders 
to the plenipotentiaries; to say to them that they must, first and foremost, 
make a peace that will be lasting; that they must take full advanage of this 
one opportunity afforded in all the ages, to put an end to war forever. 


II. 


HAT the fear of the failure of the peace conference to accomplish the 
one great blessing that no peace table ever had a chance to accomplish 


before is not without foundation, we have but to quote the words of 


Lloyd George, uttered a few days ago. 
“Vigorous attempts will be made to hector and bully the government,” 
said the British Premier, in an endeavor to make them part from the strict 
punciples of right and to satisfy some base, sordid and squalid ideas of 
vengeance and of avarice.” | 

And he added this tremendous sentence to his speech: “Are we to 
lapse into the old national rivalries, animosities and competitive armaments, 
or are we to indicate the reign on earth of the Prince of Peace? 

No more satisfying and comforting utterance than this could be asked 
for, and it is all the more assuring since it comes from one of the men who 
will have as much to say as any other when the peace conference meets. 

Clemenceau, Lloyd George and Woodrow Wilson—these are the men 
in whose hands are mainly now the destinies of the world. With the collapse 
of Germany, fate transferred its string and scissors from the soldier to the 
statesman. 

But these three men are not kings or czars or kaisers. They are merely 
the servants and the spokesmen of the free peoples of the hations they rep- 
resent. So, it is not so much what they are, themselves, as it is what the 
people are who are behind them. 

These three men are in full accord. Not one of them desires vengeance: 
not one of them desires to see the world lapse into ancient animosities and 
squalid rivalries; each one would welcome the reign of the Prince of Peace 


But, have they the peoples of their nations solidly back of them in these 
sentiments? Did Lloyd.George speak not alone of a class in England who 
differ with his ideals, of did he speak of a class of the same kidney in France 
and America, as well? 

III. 


. 

HERE must be no Junkers at this peace table, which is now to be set 
up. And the Junkers, who will not sit at the peace table, must be 
barred from a voice in the settlements that are to be made. 

A Junker wants spoils, and he favors wars as the surest means of pro- 
viding those spoils. The Junker is a grabber; he advocates force or any 
other means that will add to the territory of the nation of which he is a 
part, whether such aggrandizement is just or unjust. 

And, it would appear from what Lloyd George says, that all the Junkers 
are not in Germany. N 

Maybe there are Junkers right here in America, but we trust that this 
is not the case. We think we dre free of them, but we are not so certain 
that there is not a class in this country that fails to grasp the profound vision 
of this great hour. 

If there be a man in all America today who thinks stil] that wars are a 
necessity, let him hold himself in patience until the boys who went “over 
there and who endured the hell of Chateau Thierry and the Marne, come 


Let him ask them whether they think wars are necessary and whether 
they are in favor of or against the abolition of wars forever. 


_ Wars were never necessary. It was simply impossible to prevent 
them, that's all. , 

But, it is not impossible to prevent them in the future. The op 
to do so has come at last, after all the ignorance and squalid erste apd 
gendered by the mistakes and misunderstandings of the past. 

Perhaps we shall never see the time when the heart of the individual 
man will be free of hatreds and animosities. That no man shall hate another 
man because of his race or religion or politics or his good fortune, is perhaps 
too much to expect. 

But, nations are bigger than individuals, and more i t. And 
they can do what the individual may e can 
put an end to animosities between one nation and another, and now is the 
acceptable time. 

Before the world had the experiences of this war, the contentions here 
put forth were laughed at as the moon-gazings of idealists) Now an in- 
numerable company of practical people have joined the idealists’ ranks. 

There is no man, high or low, rich or poor, strong or weak, who has 
escaped the agony and the sorrow of the war which has just now ended. 
In the wide sweep of ite sufferings and cruelties it gathered the universe in 
its withering arms. 

And who shall say that in this God!s purpose is not plain? Who 
say now that an occasional war is advisable and good for the world? 

Those who said it before were those who had not tasted the bitter 
fruits of war. Now, all have tasted those fruits. Wherefore, the task 
of the statesman should be, in a way, easy. 


IV. 


HERE will be many problems to be solved at the peace table, and 

some of them will be extremely delicate, but they will all lead up to 

the main problem—a universal peace that will be lasting. 

The militaristic nations of yesterday will have nothing to say in these 
settlements. The old Germany is a thing of the past. Austria-Hungary, 
Turkey and Bulgaria are also things of the past. Democracies have already 
risen from the ashes of those once proud autocracies. 

The peace-table decisions will be altogether in the hands of the con- 
querors, and these are America, Great Britain and France. The fate of the 
world is now in the hands of the statesmen of these nations. 

There have been enmities between them in the past—enmities between 
France and America, even. They have all warred upon one another. 

But, during the past four years, through a common cause and com- 
mon sufferings and the blood that they spilled in common, and their sons 
that went down to death in common graves together, they have been united 
men before. 

United, they have swept autocracy from the face of the earth. They 
have freed countless millions from subjection. They have set the world 
again in the sun. 

Shall they now forget all this and sit down to quarrel between them- 
selves at a peace table? Shall they rise from that table and leave the sword 
still unbroken; the helpless peoples stil] helpless? 

If so, then a million graves in France are filled with British dead in 

in; Serbia, Greece, Italy, France, America and all have poured out blood 
treasure for naught. 

And America, whose honored dead—the flower of all the world—sleep 
today between the Vosges and the Marne and in Flanders fields, will she rise 
from the peace table and leave the world again a prey to war?

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IDLERS. 

The present and all that it holds be- 
longs to the worker. Man power is at a 
greater premium than ever before. During 
the war there has been a complete destruc- 
tion of more than $190,000,000,000 of the 
world’s wealth. The greater portion of 
that wealth sted in the aceumulated 
products of As the end of tie war 
approaches, the labor and industry of each 
country must set itself to work to replace 
the loss. Federal paternalism must be 
abolished as rapidly as military exigencies 
will permit. Neither labor nor tadustry 
can thrive under the economic vassalage 
which paternalism establishes. Autocracy, 
pursued to its logical conclusion, destroys 
itself. But labor and industry are not to 
be turned free to idleness. They must be 
freed in order that they can work to a 
greater advantage; then organized govern- 
ment and organized public opinion mast 
unite to force them to keep working. 

There is no place In the reconstruction 
era for an idle class, neither for the idle 
rich nor the idle poor. Idleness is a crime 
against society. Every idle man represents 
a unit of economic waste. The greatest 
good of the greatest number demands that 
each individual shall produce something 
with his time. The loafer in the streets 
and parks, whether be be clothed in tweeds 
or rags, is a public offender. Society must 
cease to distinguish the idler who lives on 
public charity and private thefts from the 
Idler who is living on the accumulated la- 
bor of other persons and generations. 

Because a man is wealthy is no reason 
that he shall be permitted to evade the 
responsibility of taking part in the reton- 
struction of the world. Neither shall a man 
be permitted to loaf because he is willing 
to live the life of a coyote. 

Bolshevism is the greatest menace of the 
reconstruction period, and Bolshevism is a 
disease propagated by idleness and filth. 
Social sanitation is the best known pre- 
ventive, and that can be secured only 
through labor. The ILW.W. movement 
never secures a foothold in a community 
of workers. Sabotage and the torch are 
IW. W., tools; and no civilization can ever 
be constructed with such implements. The 
losses of the war cannof be retrieved by 
destroying more. During the intense war 
period the freedom of the nations of the 
earth was preserved solely by reason of 
the accumulated capital in the Allied coun- 
tries. If th been no accumulation 
of wealth in is country force without 
stint or limit never could dave been ap- 
plied. The conscription of wealth by the 
government did not add half as much to 
the Federal war chest as the voluntary 
subscriptions by men of wealth in the 
country, and the greatest industrial service 
rendered to the government was that of 
the dollar-a-yegr volunteers. 

Labor was equally responsive. The work- 
ers of the nation proved their patriotism by 
doubling and quadrupling the production 
in many of the essential] war industries. 

But there are still slackers both in 
tweeds and in rags. 

There is work, for every able-bodied man 
in the world todo In a very short time 
there will be more work to do than there 
are workers to do it. 

It will be for organized society to see 
that every man physically and mentally 
able to work is right up in the collar pull- 
ing with every ounce of his strength. 


SCIENTIFIC PACKING | 
IN THE ARMY. 
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(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. ' 
WASHINGTON (D. C.) Nov. 14.—- 


For years Americans have had the 
undesired distinction of being bad 
packers. Fragile American fabrics 
have been sent about the world in 


equally fragile American cardboard 
boxes; American machinery has 
been permitted to travel absolutely 
unprotected: American cotton has 
been dispatched across the Atiantic 
with no greater safeguard than 
American luck. The consistent care- 
lessness of American manufacturers 
in the matter of packing has deen 
at once the despair of our Depart- 
ment of Commerce and the delight 
of our commercial competitors. 

But the war has rescued Amer- 
ican manufacturers from their own 
bad habits. For the first time the 
government has ceased scolding and 
had shown them how. Today Amer- 
icans enjoy the distinction of. being 
the most expert packers in the 
world—a distinction that has been 
won for us during the past year by 
that greatest of American business 
enterprises, the Quartermasters’ 
Corps of the Army. And it is will- 
ing to tell other American business 
organizations how to pack for ox- 
port. 


As soon as the United States en- 
tered the war the responsibility of 
supplying the Allies with food and 
munitions was immediately trans- 
ferred to the government. The dis- 
tribution of shipping space was un- 
der its control. And it was the des- 
perate need fer making every inch 
rry the greatest pos- 


traditional Amerigan method. They 
had no particular specifications. 
They used whatever containers were 
at hand, and gometimes when none 
were obtaina the supplies were 
sent across without any adequate 
protection. This accounted for the 
numerous complaints that were re- 
ceived during the first part of the 
war. One heard from time to time 
of American shipments of spoiled 
food on the other side; of American 
munitions that did not work and of 
American machinery that arrived 
broken and rusty. 

The standard specifications for 
canned-food 8, for example, call 
for “boxes w manufactured from 
lumber which is sound (free from 
decay or dote) and well seasoned. 
Boxes* when stored after mailing 
should not be placed in a heated 
room. Lumber must be free from 
knot holes, loose or rotten knots 
greater than one inch in @ameter. 
No knots will be permitted which 
will interfere with the proper nall- 
ing of the box.” The variety of 
woods which may be used in de 
manufacture of these boxes ts also 
given, and the number of nails to 
be used in each. Similar specifica- 
tions are provided for everything 
from packing cases for high-power 
guns to those for ld storage eggs. 

These specifications, as has been 
aid. given to the factories. 
Cole are also furnished the quar- 
termaster of every army depot, who 
ie made responsible for the laspec- 
tion and shipment of the supplies. 


— — 


If a packing case comes in with only 
five nalls where the army specifica- 
tions call for eleven the manutfac- 


turer is promptly reminded’ of the 


terms of his contract. The matter 
of nalls may seem a smal! one, but 
experience has shown that it is ex- 
tremely important. Without 4 cer- 
tain number of nafis for a certain 
amount of weight a box is apt to 
fall apart under rough treatment 
and a valuable item of cargo be lost. 

Under the regime of the packing 
department of the Quarter masters 
Corps of the army packing has been 
made a science. Jt has been so care- 
fully worked out that thousands of 
tons space have been saved and 
the Business of war expedited by 
weeks if not months. For, example, 
the packing department soon discov- 
ered that it was a waste of time to 
box clothing. All army clothing is 
now subjected to heavy pressure in 
a hydraulic press, placed in bales of 
certain specified sizes, wrapped in 
burlap and a waterproof coveriug 
and sent across in 60 per cent. less 
space than it formerly took. ae 
as a 


ever, the burlap covering 
special purpose. Formerly, large 
bundles of burlap occupied a great 


deal of space on board ship, because 
this material is in great demand for 
making sandbags. Now the burlap 
is cut into the sandbag size in this 
country and used as the wrapping 
for other cargoes. On the other 
side these individual burlap wrap- 
pers are collected, fed into a ma- 
chine and come out sandbags. 

Another improvement instituted 
by the packing department is in the 
shipment of motor cars and ‘rucks. 
A motor truck is no longer shipped 
in its whole state. It is taken apart, 
its various pieces packed in the 
smallest possible space and crated. 
A crate containing one motor truck 
takes up only 268 cudie feet of ship- 
ping space, whereas by the former 
method it occupied about 1000 cubic 
feet of space. Machinery i« ‘taken 
apart and packed in the same way, 
with a similar proportion of saving. 
A ship’s ton ts forty cuble feet; the 
freight rate to Europe per ton is 
$150 to $200. Thus the saving in 
money alone is considerable. 

The work that the packing depart- 
ment of the army has done to aid 
the shipment of supplies for war is 
of lasting benefit. It bas shown Eu- 
rope that Anrericans can pack. It 
has shown the American manufac- 
turer that the question of packing 


is one that is well worth studying. | 


Furthermore, the Quartermasters’ 
Corps stands ready to cooperste 
with manufacturers by supplying 
them with the results of many cost- 
ly experiments that have been cdn- 
ducted in the army. Capt. H. R.

MILAN HONORS YANKEES. 


Former Angeleno Writes of Tributes Paid 
to Our Soldiers There. 


How he led the only uniformed 
Americans in Milan through the 
rose-strewn streets of that city on 
the celebration of the third anni- 
versary of Italy's entry in the war, 
was in an airplane spill in which 
he miraculously escaped, and made 
a lively trip with fifty-eight cadets 
from Foggia, Italy, to Tours, France, 
are told in a letter from Joseph 
(“Pag”) Waddell, to his brother, 
Lieut. Al G. Waddell, commander 
of Battery E., One Hundred and 
Forty-third Field Artillery. . 
ug Waddell is now a lieuten- 
ant, and he writes from the second 
aviation instruction center, A E. F.. 
France. He tells of meeting Vic, 
Wella, who was with Robert Marsh 
& Co. of Los Angeles, and raced 
in the Dusenberg team with Tom 
Alley at Corona, in 1914. Bill Royle 
from Berkeley, he says, is a big 
leaguer at the aviation center. Lieut. 
Waddell, now an instructor for the 
American aviation cadets, is a per- 
sonal. friend of Capt. Orlando, an 
aviator, son of the Premier of Italy. 
He speaks highly of the young Ital- 
lan officer. 
The letter, with personal mentions 
left out, follows: 
“One morning in Foggia I received 
sud@en notice that I was to take 
fifty-eight cadets from there to 
Tours, France, teaving that night. 
I had laundry, money and so forth 
scattered all over Southern Italy. 
but there was no time for that, and 
I head to come away without it. 
After five days of the wildest trav- 
Sling you ever heard of, we finally 
hit here all together.

I found myself in the early stages 
of the war in charge of the feeding 
of the French civil population in 
the department of the Ardennes in 
the invaded part of France.

One evening in particular stands 
out in my memory. I was the only 
foreigner sitting at a long table of 
staff officers—old generale with the 
Pour le Merite o Frederick the 
Great hanging from their collars, 
colonels and majors with the iron 
cross. Although I was there repre- 
senting a work of inestimable value 
to Germany, the free feeding of the 
people she had rendered destitute, 
I gradually found myself the butt of 
innuendo and subtle disparagement 
of my country. But several months 
in the society of German officers 
and under their vigilant surveillance 
had taught me a measure of self- 
control. I had become accustomed 
to hearing America held in con- 
tempt. Because we were ridiculous- 
ly small, as soldiers and cannon are 
counted in Furope, by the same 
ee we were despised, even taunt- 


Toward the end of that intermin- 
able dinner of angular rigidity and 
clicking of spurred heels, an orderly 
brought in the evening's com- 
munique. My host read it aloud, 
while everyone listened intently. 
First came the military news: a 
succession of victories in Russia 
countless thousands of i prisoners, 
hundreds of cannon, mountains of 
booty.

In “He Who Breaks,” Miss inna 
Demens (Dodd, Mead & Co.) is 
studious of old questions. That 
these questions are perhaps tnsolu- 
ble does not deter the many bril- 
Mant writers who perpetually ex- 
amine them, offer suggestions and 
present new illustrations. Probably 
no modern theme has go much en- 
gaged the novelists ag thé relation 
of sex to art. Mies Demens offers 
mo original answers—she does not 
attempt efhy answers at all. She 
shows the problem in a new and 
vivid aspect.

MOUNTING TIRE 
‘REALLY AN ART. 


Mounting a tire is an art itself, 
and the same should receive more 
attention than the average motorist 
thinks. A tire should always be ex- 
amined on the inside to see that no 
dirt or small objects of any kind 
are in the casing, then the inside 
should be saturated with powder and 
the casing bounced around so the 
powder will not form any lumps, and 
the surplus should be shaken out, 
then put in just a small amount of 
air in the tube, just enough to han- 
die same, and insert in the tire. Next 
the inside flap is inserted. Run the 
hand along the edges to see that it 
ie perfectly smooth and proceed to 
put same on rim, being very — 

not to molest the tube and fap with 
tire irons,

DEBUT IN WORLD. 


ers of the so-called native Ca:ifornia 
castor beans have convinced Federal 
government officials that almost all of 
the varieties have ag high an olf content as 
the imported india bean, and as a result 
wen, women and chiidren are now garnering 
lrem the roadsides, waste places and back 
yards a crop estimated to be worth more 
than $200,000, 

it may be that the heretofore unwelcome 
plant that intrudes into the gardens and 
elutters up the highways will produce more 
airplane «fl, acre for acre, than the com- 
mercial jiantings. Encouraging results 
tests of the back yard plant have 
sent Hoy Scouts and unemployed men and 
women into the highways ond byways gath- 
ering the harvest 

Leut. R. . Mueller, representing the Bu- 
reau of Plant Industry, United States De- 
partment of Agri-ulture, is bere in the in 
ferest of the gathe: “gs of the regular com- 
mercial yield and, it. identiy, of this, “vol- 
unteer” crop.

Farm Conservation 


ROM a harvest less in aggregate pro- 

duction than last year, the United 

States must export at least seventeen 
and one-half million tons of foodstuffs over 
seas during the coming season. This is about 
twelve million tons more than the average 
pre-war exports, or nearly two tons apiece 
for the average American farm where most 
of this food originates. 


Rigid conservation of food and feed stored 
in granaries, cribs, barns and similar build- 
ings—also products now in the fields—are 
essential to properly maintain our own popu- 
lation and to meet increased foreign needs, 
according to Food Administration officials. 
Animal feeds, though in a crude form, must 


programme necessary until next harvest, 
even though peace has come to the world. 
Besides feeding ourselves, the United States 
is pledged to feed the Allies and we must 
also supply the people in territory now being 
recovered from German dominion. We must 
realize that peace has brought no additional 
food, but instead increased obligations. Po- 
land, the Balkans and other parts of Europe 


are now claiming for a share of our present 
and future reserves. 


He Will Be Missed. 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA agriculture 
lost one of its leading lights the other 
day when William W. Wood, Los Angeles 
County Horticultural Commissioner passed 
away at his residence in Whittier. Mr. 
Wood was a real student of horticulture 
and, in fact, of farming in all its branches 
and had for many years given the benefit 
of his knowledge, experience and execu- 
tive ability to the advancement of agricul- 
tural production in California. Before tak- 
ing the office of Los Angeles county com- 
missioner nearly a decade ago, he had 
served as deputy in the State Horticultural 
Commission and had been State Quarantine 
officer for many years. He had been a rest 
dent of California for over forty years and 
had witnessed and studied the growth and 
development of the States agriculture 
throughout the days of its greatest pro- 
gress. 


Mr. Wood's earnestness and conscientious-

The vast quantity of foodstuffs stored on 
farms makes the opportunities for saving 
them correspondingly large. The govern- 
ment points out several ways in which the 
exercise of proper care and precautions will 
result in the conservation “of much feed 
now wasted. These, in spite of their ap- 
parent obviousness, will be accepted in the 
right spirit by every patriotic farmer, Who 
will recognize the necessity for such remind. | 
ers in these times. 

Remove inflammable rubbish, plow fire- 
guards, use care with matches, lanterns and | 
stoves, says Uncle Sam. Supplement these | 
safety measures with fire-fighting equipment | 
kept in a definite place for instant use. 
Other suggestions follow: 

Prevent spoilage and deterioration by 
putting all foodstuffs possible under ade-| 
quate shelter. Full utilization of storage 
space and prompt repair of roofs help 
greatly in preventing food losses. By shel- 
tering foodstuffs on farms, conservation is 
effected at the source. 

Regard rats and similar pests seriously, | 
ag the direct enemy of starving humanity. 
Exclude them with concrete floors and de- 
stroy their breeding places. Rats must not 
eat holes in our bulwarks of national de- 
fense. 

More than a million tons of our food ex- 
ports must comprise meats, fats, dairy prod- 
ucts and poultry products. The quantity of 
this class of food depends largely on com- 
fortable housing and the care which ant 
mals receive. Needless exposure and irreg- 
ular attention may result in reduced produc- 
tion and mortality. Thorough firm conser 
vation demands that live stock be kept com- 
fortable and im healthy condition, thereby 
securing maximum results from the feed 
consumed. 

In complying with these suggestions and 
extending them to cover additional sources 
of loss, farmers are asked to consider this

AN NU YS.—Estimates of the bean crop 
of the San Fernando Valley this season 
have been considerably enlarged since 

the reports have been coming in from vart- 
ous ranches. it is now thought that the en- 
tire crop will reach 350,000 sacks or 35,000,- 
000 pounds of beans. It appears also that 
thig year’s production is likely to be 25 per 
cent. greater than that of last year. 


The average production on the Van Nuys, 
Marion and Owensmouth lands will be over 
twelve sacks to the acre. 

Many sales of Henderson bush beans 
bave already been made at prices ranging 
from $11 to $11.75 per hundret weight.

NEED COWS NOW BEING SLAIN 


milk supply of Los Angeles county 
is threatened by the slaughtering of 
large numbers of dairy cows for beef, 
gays Assistant Farm Adviser Seribner. 
Within the last eighteen months, he esti- 
mates, 25 per cent. of the dairy cows have 
been sacrificed. 

He warns dairymen that conditions which 
have made dairying less profitable than 
other lines of husbandry may change soon. 
and that then they will need the cows they 
are now selling to the butcher. He also 
points out that, with less cows to feed, the 
price of alfalfa may go down. 

Only a comparative few of the dairymen 
have availed themselves of the excellent 
milk testing facilities of the County Farm 


bureau, Mr. Scribner says. He points out 
that testing is the only reliable way the 
farmer can determine whether he should or 
should not sell a cow for beef. 

Mr. Seribner answers the question: 
“What is the Matter with the Dairy Busi- 
ness” by citing the following faulty methods 
followed by many dairymen: 


Tendency to buy all or most of his feed. 
— rather than individual feed- 
ng. . 

Poor care of developing heifers. 

Ignorance of quality and quantity of pro- 
duction of individual cows. 

Tendency to let fodder lie in fields until 
injured by the weather.

pre-war regulations. Disposal of garbage by | clean 
dumping, burning or other wasteful means ot the weather. 


is being supplanted by feeding it to hogs or 
by processes which recover from it such 
products as grease, alcohol, glycerine and 
fertilizer. 

Among the changes in garbage disposal 
methods hastened by war-time economics 
was the tendency to withdraw local regula- 
tions requiring city garbage to be cooked be- 
fore being fed to swine. Cooking ordinary 
garbage causes the acids in fruit peelings, 
finds and similar kitchen waste to form a 
crude “marmalade.” Although hogs may at 
first eat the mixture eagerly, apparently at- 
tracted by the new taste, the appetite for 
this unpatural feed frequently fails in a 
short time. Unthriftiness and intestinal dis 
order may follow. The injurious effects are 
aggravated by the frequent presence of soap 
which spreads throughout the cooked mix- 
ture. 

On the other hand fresh raw garbage en- 
ables hogs to select the nourishing and 
palatable. portions and leave the remainder. 
Sterilization by cooking does not appear to 
be objectionable when the quality of gar- 
bage can be controlled, but in ordinary 
methods of collection, its classification is 
dificult. Most of the garbage now being 
fed in the United States is uncooked, and 
there is no evidence that garbage-fed hogs 
are more likely to be diseased than hozs fed 
Fra or other feeds, according to the United 
States Food Adminfstration officials. 


BIG PRODUCTION 
CAMPAIGN BEGUN. 


Federal farm aides, and members of the 
Small army of farm advisers throughout 
the State, are centering thir efforts this 
fall towards urging greater production in 
1919 of those foods and fibers in their sev- 
eral localities that offer greatest promise 
of increase because of local climatic condi- 


In Los Angeles county farmers are urged 
to plant more bitter clover, wheat, grain 
sorghums, beans, sweet sorghums and pota- 
toes, and to raise more hogs. This advice 
ig also given to agriculturists in most of 
the counties of Southern California. 

The farm advisers call attention to the 
fact that much stock feed can be raised be- 
tween the rows of trees in an orchard, and 
truck crops may also readily be brought 
to maturity in orchards. Much more milo 
maize, Egyptian corn, feterita and other 
grain sorghums may be grown as a second 
crop after grain or hay, as a spring crop 
on uncultivated lands, and on vacant lots 
and rights of way. A campaign for raising 
potatoes on farms and on vacant city lots 
and backyards will be prosecuted.

In the grain raising sections of the 
California interior valleys, the turkeys rid 
the ranches of destructive pests and glean 
the grain spilled on the ground.

The mammoth bronze turkey is a ta. 
vorite in Southern California, the bronze 
birds being the heaviest and hardiest. The 
White Holland turkey is preferred by many 
raisers, who claim that this breed is the 
most prolific and is more domesticated 
than the bronze. 
“The turkey hen begins laying the middle 
of March and finislies her first setting 
early in April, her second late in April, 
and her third about the third week in May. 
Turkeys have been known to produce four 
and five settings, but the later poults do 
not mature in time for the Thanksgiving 
market. A flock of ten to fifteen hens and 
a tom will ordinarily from seventy- 
five to 160 turkeys.

SCONDIDO.—Launching the enterprise 
E. * securing “feeders” for its $50,000 

canning plant, grected this year and 
just through with a pack of 75,000 cases of 
tomatoes, the Escondido Canning Company 
states that it has entered upon the work of 
securing the planting of 500 acres of peaches 
in this valley and tributary country, and 
that while the trees are maturing to the 
bearing period the ground between the rows 
will be utilized for the growing of string 
beans, spinach, peppers, rhubarb and other 
vegetables, all of which will be canned at 
the local plant. 

Arrangements have been made for the 
planting to peach trees of the M. L. Howell 
tract of sixty acres, a mile east of the busi- 
ness section of the city and less than half a 
mile from the canning plant, the planting to 
be done within the next few months. Davis 
G. Coover, field agent of the canning com- 
pany, is confident that he will be able to se- 
cure the planting of the entire 500 acres 
the coming winter. The Tuscan and Phillips 
clings and the Lovell free stones will be the 
kinds of peaches planted. Years ago decidu- 
ous orchards flourished in this valley, but in 
the absence of canneries and with the lack 
of market, practically all of them were 
grubbed out and the land put to other uses. 
The establishment of the cannery here 18 
expected to bring about important changes 
in the growing of deciduous fruit and vege- 
tables in this section. 


BANNER CORN CROP. 

ARTESIA.—On the Frampton Brothers 
ranch here there has just been harvested a 
real banner crop. On a piece of land con- 
taining nine and a half acres, 200 tons of 
ensilage corn has been cut. For weeks this 
field has been a center of much attention. 
The stand was perfect and the corn tall. 
This record means an average of forty tons 
to the acre. The ensilage went into two 
concrete silos, each 14x41 feet and filled 
them to overflowing. 

Three years ago when the sales were 
first erected this same acreage produced 
just enough to fill the silos conveniently. 
But the field has been producing more and 
more until the present record has been 
reached. One secret of this success with a 
corn crop is found in the system of drainage 
from the cow barns. A stream of water is 
kept running down the trench behind the 
cows, which carries off the manure and 
takes it out over the fields. A large dairy 
herd is kept and the fertilization is easily 
handled. 


A GREAT COUNTY. 

BAKERSFIELD.—George C. Harvey, in- 
spector for the State Horticulture Depart- 
ment, after an investigation of Kern eounty 
resources, states in a letter to the local 
bureau that in bis opinion Kern county is 
the most promising of the San Joaquin Val- 
ley. Orange and lemon groves of the county 
greatly surprised the inspector by their 
productiveness, 

“Any county that can grow such a remark- 
ably wide range of agriculturai products, 
from lemons to hogs and vield both olive oil 
and petroleum, is not going to starve.

grain in bulk. The first steps for this 
change in system were taken at the meet- 
ing of the Ducor Farm Bureau, when C. M.

Sentiment here favors the formation of co- 
operative associations through which to 
finance the construction of elevators. It is 
believed the saving of expense by the new 
plan will go a considerable way toward 
financing the necessary equipment. 

Late olives will make a bumper crop this 
year, and with prices running upwards from 
$150 per ton, probably will result in the most 
profitable output in the history of this dis- 
trict. Last year unseasonable weather con- 
ditions resulted in only a little more than a 
half crop. Labor conditions make the only 
serious phase of the situation. With the ap- 
proach of cold weather there is some danger 
that the later Derries cannot be harvested 
before the first frosts. 


“STUNG” ON BLACKEYES. 
CLAREMONT.—Ranchers in this district 
who were induced by patriotic motives to 
plant blackeye beans in their orchards feel 
that they have been “stung.” The first 
year rabbits got nearly the whole crop and 
the legislature prohibited any one from 
shooting the rabbits. The farmers lost 
heavily. The next year they took the law 
into their own hands and killed the rabbits, 
harvested their beans, paid 10 cents apiece 
for the sacks and received 9 cents per 
pound for the beans. This year sacks are 
23 cents apiece and beans are selling for 
4% cents per pound, which means a dead 
loss to the farmer. 


BIG FRUIT PACK. 
CHINO.—With the fruit season over, the | 
Chino Canning Company has a record of 


nearly 1,000,000 cans of peaches, the exact 
number being 960,000 cans. The pack of 
apricots was less proportionately, for the 
cannery did not get started until after the 
apricot season was well under way. How- 
ever, there were put up 48,000 cans. 

Ot tomatoes thus far the plant has put 
up 528,000 cans, and will continue canning 
until frost’ comes. All told, the output of 
the cannery to date is 153 carloads, of 
which 45 per cent. ig requisitioned by the 
government. 

During the busy season there were em- 
ployed about 250 laborers, while at the 
lowest stage there were 100 employed. 
The payroll amounted to $2000 per week, 
which was a great benefit to the people of 
this vicinity 


A GOOD SEASON. 

WHITTIER.—The Whittier Wa.nut Asso- 
ciation has shipped so far this year 850 
tons of walnuts, and, according to Secre- 
tary Wallace Gregg, will ship a total of 
1150 .toms before the close of the season. 
Last year the total was 800 tons, showing 
a good increase in the yield of this district 
this year. The quality of nuts is holding 
up fine. One carload marketed in Pennsyl- 
vania recemly aggregated $19,025, which is 
so far the local record for high prices on a 
single carload.

not essential. The breeding of animals 
plays an important part in producing a car- 
cass of high quality. Selection, long con- 
tinued care and intelligent feeding will pro- 
duce meat of desirable quality. The smooth, 
even, and deeply fleshed hogs will yield the 
nicely marbled meat. 

Hogs intended for slaughter should re 
main unfed for at least twenty-four hours, 
or better, thirty hours, according to experts 
of the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. Give them all the clean, fresh water 
they will drink. This will help to clear the 
system of food and will facilitate bleeding. 
Do not excite a hog before killing. 

*BARREL FOR SCALDING. 


A useful equipment for hog killing in 
cludes: an eight-inch, straight, sticking 
knife, a cutting knife, a fourteen-inch steel, 
a hog hook, a bell-shaped stick scraper. a 
gambrei, and a meat saw. A barrel is a 
very convenient receptacle in which to scald 
medium-sized hogs. 
placed at an angle of about 45 deg. at the 
end of a table or platform of proper height. 
The table and barrel should be securely 
fastened to prevent accident to the work- 
men due to slipping. 

Sometimes the hog is stunned or shot be- 
fore sticking. If the animal is stuck with- 
out being stunned, he should be held sauare- 
ly on his back when stuck. A narrow, 
straight-blader knife, about eight inches 
long, should be used. The knife should be 
pointed directly toward the root of the tall

Use the bell-shaped scraper 
to remove the remaining hair and scurf. 
If the hair fails to yield in any particular 
region, cover that portion with a gunny sack 
and pour on hot water. When most of the 
hair scurf is removed pour hot water 
over entire carcass and shave off, by 
means of a knife, the hair that is left. 


Hang up the hog and pour a bucketful of 
cold water over the carcass and scrape from 
the surface the remaining dirt or scurf 

The entrails should then be removed. 
Furthermore, while the carcass ts still 
warm, remove the leaf lard or kidney fat 
as this facilitates the cooling of the carcass 
and lessens the danger of the hams and 
loins souring. The leaf lard should be 
spread out on a table to cool with the thin 
menbDrane side turned down. 


BETTER QUALITY 
HORSES IN DEMAND. 


Large numbers of undesirable, mediocre 
horses are being turned onto the market 
at present im all parts of the country in 
order to save feed, according to reports 
to the United States Department of Agri- 
culture. As a consequence, the market 
is glutted with commonplace animals of 
this description to the extent that the prices 
paid are unusually low. 

The department urges farmers to raise 
horses of better breeding and quality. The 
supply of desirable-quality heavy draft 
horses or animals suitable for artillery or 
cavalry purposes is below the demand, while

Salt on each lay 
adds to the quality, three pounds to the ton 
eae eee. The straw gets an added food 
value. 

One acre of beet tops fed’ in this way, 
yielding four tons of ensilage, will fyrnish 
three steers twenty-five pounds of feed 
day for 107 days, it is estimated, as the re 
sult of experiments made at Rocky Ford, 
Colo. It is estimated that one acre of beets 
will furnish 35 per cent. of the weight of the 
beets raised. A ten-ton crop will make about 
three and a half tons of ensilage. From four 
to six weeks are required to put thé ensilage 
in the best condition.

The walnut codlin moth lays its eggs 
Just under the surface of the immature 
walnuts in the spring, and when the worm 
is about half grown it bores through the 
shell and feeds upon the meat. The worms 
begin to leave the nuts when they start to 
fall. The pests then seek hiding places in 
cracks of wooden structures and in the 
rough bark of the walnut trees, and spin a 
cocoon. in the spring the moth emerges 
from the cocoon and lays her eggs in the 


young walnuts, starting another generation. 


Drying trays are favorite hiding 
for the worms and cocoons. A great many 
have been found in the inside of sacks 
which have contained infested walnuts. 
Cracks in sheds and outbuildings near m- 
fested groves are used by the worms as 
hiding places.

sweeping toward the grain they were har- 
vesting. Once the fire entered the grain field 
there would be no stopping it®and a $100,000 
crop would be lost. As quickly as possible 
the tractors were hitched to batteries of@disc 
plows kept near by, and before the fire could 
reach the edge of the field wide paths of the 
growing grain had been plowed under and an 
effective firebreak created that saved the 
field. So rapid was the advance of the 
flames that, although it started a mile or 
more away, it reached the line just as the 
firebreak was finished. With horses it would 
have been impossible to have plowed up this 
path, for the plowing had to be deep enough 
to plow under the heavy grain and leave on 
the surface the moist soil that resisted the 
flames that licked so greedily along the end 
of the firebreak. That one fire might have 
cost the owner of the wheat field more than 
his tractor expense in a dozen years.

labor, the greater chance will “he have of 
putting in and harvesting a maximum crop, 
and unquestionably the best means of at- 
taining this. independence is to utilize to 
the fullest extent the power of the tractor. 

The modern tractor not only saves horse 
power but it saves man power. Horses re- 
quire a great deal of supervision and direc- 
tion, and one man will expend as much time 
and energy in guiding a fractious team of 
horses as he will in directing the operations 
of a powerful tractor, possessing the ability 
of from seven to seventy horses. In these 
times of labor stringency, it is this quality 
of the tractor of saving man power that is 
vital in food production. 


GOOD PLOWING ESSENTIAL 

The first essential step necessary to be 
taken to insure good crops is that of plow- 
ing. The sooner land can be plowed to a 
good depth after the season’s crops are har- 
vested, the better the results to be obtained. 
Therefore, early fall plowing, before the 
winter rains set in, will put the land in 
splendid condition for the spring cultivation 
and sowing. The upturned soil is sweet- 
ened and aerated by the action of sunshine 
and rain, and where stubble and vegetation 
have been plowed under early, they are thor- 
oughly rotted and disintegrated by spring 
and enrich the soil. In doing this early fall 
plowing the tractor is far superior to horses, 
because one man with the power machine 
can pull two, or three or more bottoms, 
plowing the soil to a greater depth in less 
time and with less effort than several men 
could do it with teams. This is not mere 
theory, but is amply borne out by the expert- 
ence of thousands of tractor owners 
throughout the country. 

One man and a team will plow about one 
and one-half acres to a depth of four to six 
inches in a day. That same man, operating 
one of the smaller types of tractors, can 
plow from seven to nine acres to a depth 
of eight or ten inches in a day. With larger 
machines, possessing powerful motors, many 
more acres can be plowed in a day. Here, 
at the very start of next season's work, the 
farmer is sure of saving a great deal of the 
time of himself or his men through the use 
of tractors instead of horses... The same 
saving of time will be apparent throughout 
the entire growing year, for there is prac 
tically no kind of large scale work per- 
formed by horses that cannot be done by 
tractors in less time and er at 
less cost. 

PRACTICAL ILLUSTRATIONS. 

An interesting experience of a large ranch- 
ing company near Santa Paula will bear out 
the statement that tractors are more eco- 
nomical than horses. Careful records kept 
by this company showed that a medium-size 
track-laying tractor was operated a total of 
178 days out of 365 days, at a cost of $1078 
for operation, including upkeep and deprecia- 
tion. During this period the tractor per- 
formed the same kind of work previously 
performed by horses and mules at a total 
cost of $2108.

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raising barley on his ranch. He bought a 
forty-five horse-power tractor and sold off his | 
horses. All of the work previously done by 
horses was performed by the power machine, 
and at the end of the first season he found | 
that he had not only reduced his operating 
cost, got along with less men, and carried out 
his plans more systematically, but had in- 
creased his yield of barley from twelve to 
twenty-one sacks to the acre. This increase 
he attributed to the deeper and more thor- 
ough plowing accomplished with the tractor. 
KEEP ON GOING. 


One of the advantages of the tractor over 
horses that cannot be overestimated is the 
ability of the owner to continue field work 
continwously, night and day, when occasion 
requires. So long as fuel is supplied to the 
machine, and it is properly handled, a trac- 
tor can keep on working hour after hour, 
whereas horses become tired and require fre- 
quent rests, their continuous service being 
limited to a few hours. There are many 
times im the course of a year when climatic 
conditions are such that certain work must 
be pushed to completion with the utmost dis- 
patch, and a farmer's ability to do this 
largely measures the difference between a 


good and a bad crop. Many tractors have 
more than paid for themselves in this re 
spect 


A graphic example of this ability of a mod- 
ern tractor to “pinch hit” for ite owner is the 
experience of a San Joaquin Valley owner of 
a bonanza wheat ranch. A 1000-acre field of 
the golden grain had just reached maturity, 
‘and three crews were operating tractors at 
one side, engaged in harvesting the . 
The day was intensely hot, and everything 
was dry as tinder. A hot wind was blowing 
across the grain fields, and as the men 
worked they became aware that a fire had 
started in an adjoining field and was rapidly

THE VALUE OF THE 
FARM MOTOR TRUCK. 


Reports by the United States Bureau of 
Crop Estimates show the low cost of haul 
ing produce to and from the farm by truck 
and tractor as compared with the horse 
team. Studies were made covering many 
districts @nd averages struck. 

Motor truck hauls during 1918 from farm 
to shipping point averaged 11.3 miles, while 
wagon hauls averaged nine miles. The 
motor truck made 3.4 round trips per day 
over its longer route of 11.3 miles, while 
wagons made 1.2 round trips per day over 
the nine-mile distance. 

The estimated cost for hauling in wagons 
from shipping point averaged during the 
season of 1918, about 30 cents per ton per 
mile for wheat, 33 cents for corn, and 48 
cents for cotton. For hauling in motor 
trucks or by tractors, the averages were 15 
cents for wheat or corn, and 18 cents a 
ton-mile for cotton

BAN REMOVED. 

The live stock division of the California 
Food Administration has cancelled its ruling 
that bean straw and other edible fodder 
may not be used as a soll mulch or fer- 
tilizer.

RULING PROTESTED. 

A large number of tractor manufacturers 
of America met in Chicago on October 10 to 
discuss the recent ruling of the War Indus 
tries Board curtailing production 25 per 
cent. After lengthy discussion the position 
was taken that the smaller manufacturers 
aid not receive adequate consideration and 
that it they are held down to the number of 
machines produced for the current year’s 
trade it will automatically put them out of 
business.

And yet, it ie these, above all others, who 
should be consulted—these who have been 
made the victims of war and who cannot 
hope to be its beneficiaries. 

Pray God, O brethren, that there shall 
be no more wars to curse and blacken the 
face of the fair world. Pray God that at 
this peace table there shall be said and 
done that which shall put an end forever to 
human slaughter at the hands of human 
beings.

city. The city is very old and has many 
historic places.

At the beginning of last year there were 
something like 110,000 motor trucks im the 
war zone. We shall bave more than that 
number for our own troops there by the 
beginning of 1919. The first intention was 
to use 100,000 trucks of various types for 
1,000,000 men. We have already almost 
2,000,000, and our army will have several 
times the number of trucks per division 
of that of any other in the field. At the 
beginning of the year France had some- 
thing like one truck ‘cr every fifty men. 
We shall have one or more for every twen- 
ty-five, 

The British say at least 30,000 trucks 
are needed for an army of 1,000,000. Ac- 
cording to our present plans, when we 
have three millions in the field we shall 


probably require something like 200,00 


trucks. That time will come early next 
year. The. War Department wants 100,000 
trucks delivered by the first of January, 
and from now on we shall be sending 
them across by the thousands. Even at 
100,000 the cost is enormous.

We Make More Trucks Than 
Any Other Country. 


BE ARE turning out trucks faster and 

better than any other country on 
earth. Our first work along this line was 
standardizing the army gasoline vehicles. 
Before the war we had sixty-five different 
typee of trucks used by the army, and we 
carried six types across the Atlantic. Each 
of these types had its own repair parts. 
and those used for one could not be 1 
for ers. 


same condition prevailed in the 
other countries at war. The Germans had 
simplified their vehicles to a certain ex- 
tent, but those of the ‘Allies were com- 
posed of machines of many different kinds. 
One army, for instance, had four stand- 
ards of pneumatic tires and no end of sizes. 
Its tire situation was so involved that it 
took seven times as many tires as if the 
trucks had been made with the tires in- 
terchangeable It is much the same in that 
army today. 

Similar.cenditions prevajied as to other 
parte of the machines, and the whole ne- 
cessitated a vast quantity of repair parts 
of one kind or another. The British army 
still requires 32,000 repair parts for certain 
of its trucks and those of other armies 
need more. 

Very different are the war trucks we 
are now shipping to France. They have 
been made after the standardized model 
which we call the Liberty truck. This 
truck has only one-fourth as many repair 

as the British. and everything con-

thirty days after the designs were made 
the first truck was completed, and then an 
order was given for 10,000 cars. That or 
der was distributed among fifteen different 
plants, and the business of these plants has 
been so standardized that the government 
can now have its army trucks made by the 
tens of thousands. It is estimated that 
we shall be able to supply not only our 
own troops, but some of those of our Allies 
as well. 

The Liberty truck is the most efficient 
of all trucks for the ptrpose. It is made 
in three types, ranging in carrying weight 
from three-fourths of a ton to five tons 
Without the body the largest truck weighs 
almost four tons. The three-ton and five 
ton trucks will each make from twelve to 
fourteen miles an hour, and each has a 
capacity of more than fifty horse-power. 
The fuel is gasoline, fed by gravity from 
a fifteen-gallon tank on the dashboard, 
with a fifteen-galion reserve tank under 
the seat. A one-ton truck that is likely 
to have a large part In our army work is 
being made at Detroit. 

In addition to the demands from abroad 
are the increasing demands for motor 
trucks in the various war activities at 
home. 

Some of the cantonments, such as Camp 
Dodge, were devoted to the training of cav- 
alry, and connected with them were re- 
mount stations, with, thousands of horses. 
Camp Dodge, situated near Des Moines, 
was a cornfield when the Secretary, of 
War picked it out as the site for a camp. 
He sent forth his orders, and the caravans 
of War trucks went to work. 

In a short time five miles of wooden 
buildings and ten miles of improved 
streets were created. A concrete reser 
voir, with a capacity of 22,000,000 gallons, 
was built, and twenty-two miles of sewers 
were dug. Among the buildings were 4 
bakery, a laundry, a hospital, a steam- 
heating plant and an electric light plant, 
and accommodations were made for some- 
thing Une 40,000 horses.

kinds of war industries and in carrying 
the finished products from the factories ta 
the seaboard. Fleets of trucks are in the 
service all along the Atlantic Coast, and 
caravans of them have been moving back 
and forth over the Appalachian Mounfains. 

The loads carried are of every descrip- 
tion. Some have rubber tires, gas masks 
made of rubber and other such things 
from Akron on the way to the East. Oth- 
ers Carry munitions and munition-making 
machinery, and some have picric acid and 
other explosives, which are so deadly that 
the railroads fear to transport them on ac 
count of the danger. This was the case 
with a cargo of picric acid which was 
taken from New Jersey to eastern Pennsyl- 
vania. The distance was sixty miles, and 
a fleet of trucks delivered the goods. 

Not long ago the copper stills for a 
chemical company in New Jersey were 
brought there from Philadelphia. Each 
still was big enough to form a scalding

The need for speedy transportation, in- 
dependent of the railroads, has been so 
great that motor truck routes have been 
established from many of the interior 
cities to New York. There is one known 
es the Akron and Boston express, which 
has been taking rubber goods from Akron 
to Boston. Its trucks have twelveinch 
tires and they run on express schedule. 
They leave Akron daily at 6 o'clock im the 
morning. get to Pittsburgh about 6 im the 
evening. and at noon the third day are at 
Philadelphia. They reach New York by 10 
o'clock that evening, and are due in Boston 
twenty-four hours later. Two men go with 
each truck and one drives while the other 
sleeps. Telegrams are sent from time to 
time as to where the trucks are on the 
road. 

This service started with four trucks 
carrying tires to the Bast and bringing 
back cotton fabrics and other materials. 
Later on the Jrucks were "Increased in 
number and branches running off to Wash- 
ington, Philadelphia and elsewhere were 
added. The distance from Akron to Bos 
ton and back was 1510 miles and this was 
covered within less than seven days. In 
December, 1916, the first train of army 
trucks left Detroit for the Atlantic sea 
board. It consisted of thirty trucks, and 
it made its delivery on schedule time. 8 

Two years later 30,000 Liberty trucks 
made the trip from Cleveland and Detroit 
to the ocean. If delivered by railroad those 
trucks would have required 15,000 freight

Refrigerator Truck to Transport 
Perishable Goods. 


HERE is a motor express from Piila- 
delphia to New York which has a num- 
ber of five-ton trucks, one of which has «a 
refrigerator system that enables it to take 
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New York early next morning. They carry 
ali kinds of goods. A record shipment

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But this is only the beginning. We al- 
ready have something like 60,000 rural 
and star routes in working order, and 
100,008 motor trucks might be easily em- 
ployed. At the time that the war closes 
we shall have far more than this number 
in France, and they can be brought home 
and put to work in the mall service at a 
profit. To the earnings from carry- 
ing of parcels is added the high rates of 
transportation for firts-class mall matter. 
which makes the total profits of the trans- 
portation greater than can possibly be 
earned by any private organization at- 
tempting to compete. ,

Importance of Food. ) 


OM of my readers may possibly think 

that I place too much emphasis on the 
building of the body by food. That is impos- 
sible for “As a man eateth, so is he.” It is 
ax to suppose that you can build a 
good out of bad food or bad combina- 
tions of food as it would be to think that you 
can make a durable suit of clothes out of 
shoddy material. Writing on this subject, 
Hereward Carrington says: 

“Of all the factors which go to make 
health, the food factor is doubtless the most 
important, and for many reasons. Let us 
congider the following facts. Food, and only 
food, makes blood-—and blood as we know, 
makes body, so that our bodily structure is 
dependent upon, and only upon, the food we 
eat. Breathing simply purifies that blood; 
or oxidizes it; exercise merely circulates it; 
hut the food we eat is that which makes the 
blood, and in this respect food is certainly 
the most important factor that can possibly 
enter into the case from any point of view 
whatsoever. 


“It may be claimed that proper breathing 
will oxidize all food material ingested, turn- 
ing it into healthy blood, even if that ma- 
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proper regulation, as to quality and quantity 
is the greatest preventive measure, as well 
as curative measure, which we know.

Masks and Germs. 


T THIS writing (October 91) the 
“peak” of the influeaza epidemic 
seems to have been reached, not- 
withstanding the fear inepiring 
edicts of “health” authorities, including the 
weartng of unsanitary masks, than which 
nothing could be better devised to prolong 
and spread the disease. 
A majority of these cases were simple in- 
fluenga, and many of them were merely 
colds, 


After alarming the people with reports to 
the newspapers—literally “scare heads — 
and finding that a panic threatened to inter- 
fere with business, the doctors then had the 
assurance to tell people not to be afraid. 

Epidemics come and go. Bvery few years 
we have an epidemic of influenza or grippe, 
and colds, complicated by pneumonia, where 
it has been maltreated by food, drugs and 
serums. Otherwise, the patients soon get 
well, and are the better for the house 
cleaning, for this waste matter has been 
accumulating in the blood for months or 
years. 

An epidemic never lasts long. It is short, 
sharp and severe. All whose blood contains 
much waste will be affected by the atmos- 
pherte condition—more or less severely— 
some merely with a slight cold, according 
to the amount of waste there is in them to 
burn up, and no amount of guarding against 
“germs” from the outside can protect them. 

The epidemic has spread over the entire 
world, showing how small this little globe of 
ours is, and that atmospheric conditions 
reach all around it, like tidal waves. This 
has always been so, but we did not know it 
before the development of telegraphic news 
service. 

In this healthful climate an epidemic 
naturally is milder. The sun of California 
is a good health insurance, for those who 
live reasonably. The sun is the greatest 
curative agency. Light is life, darkness is 
death. 

Dr. Frank McCoy, one of the leading 
M. D.“s of Los Angeles was quoted as saying: 

“Fifty per cent. of the cases are caused by 
fear—the fear that because someone else 
has the malady, they also will get it. This 
ig nothing but the regular old fashioned 
*Srippe, which is no different than it has 
been for years past. Grippe is caused by 
atmospheric conditions that occur at this 
season every year.” 

A noteworthy fact is that many physicians 
of the “regular” school have been affected, 
some of whom have died. Not a good adver- 
tisement for the methods they practice. 

The young and vigorous have been espe- 
cially lable to acute attacks. This is be 
cause they have the vitality to throw off the 
waste matter. If left to nature, and not 
poisoned with food while feverish and unable 
to digest, they would all recover without 
“complications.” In older people, with less 
vitality, disease becomes chronic. 

As I have shown, these bacteria—which 
are an effect, not a cause of disease—are 80 
microscopically minute that thousands of 
them could easily penetrate the meshes of 
the finest cloth. Indeed, they penetrate the 
tissues of the body. Whenever air is breathed 
they enter. And you cannot well live with-

infernal gauze mask proposition that I am 
taking the liberty to write you my opinion, 
heaping you may be able to awake a few of 
Ye public before the political doctors close 
the lid clear down. 

“Think of it! The lungs are for the pur- 
pose of throwing off carbon-dioxid and other 
poisonous gases from the body. Then we 
have it stopped, when it will be sucked back 
into the lungs. 

“Again, the dampness formed in the gauze 
by breathing through it produces a condition 
on the outside so that everything sucked 
against it will adhere, and if a man were 
going through some impure area of atmos. 
phere the poisonous stuff would not only 
adhere to it, but remain fhere. 

“Is not that a scientific health principle? 
Why do they recommend a screen window 
to be thrown open for good ventilation, and 
then muzzle the mouth?” 

Meantime, nothing whatever was said 
about the all-important subject of diet, ex- 
cept to advise “eating abundant food.” 
Nothing about cleansing the body thorough- 
ly, with internal baths and sweats, and noth-

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ing was done about cleansing filthy streets, 
alleys and lots, until after three weeks 
was undertaken voluntarily by the City 
Council, All that is too simple. 

Few wore the masks in Los Angeles. In 
fact, I only saw one on the street. It was on 
the face of a black man, and the contrast 
was startling. Sailors, who were compelled 
to wear them, usually wore them around the 
neck, where they would do less harm. 

In San Diego the people refused to wear 
masks, asking why should they do so, when 
the health officer did not. 

In San Francisco the wearing of masks 
was made compulsory, and most of the 
people fell over each other to get them, like 
a lot of scared sheep. One man was shot 
and seriously wounded by a health officer, 
because he refused to wear a mask, and sev- 
eral hundred were fined $10 apiece. This is 
an example of what we may expect, when 
the political doctors obtain full control over 
the bodies of the American people.

In such 
cases, everyone who gets well is credited 
to the serum treatment, and of course many 
get well. During the past decade hundreds 
of serums have been tried and abandoned, 
leaving a trail of sickness and death be- 
hind them. Yet they talk of making such an 
experimental virug compulsory. 

One good thing has been accomplished by 
this epidemic. Instead of instilling the pub- 
lic with veneration and awe of the medic 
authorities, it has led many to think seri- 
ously on a subject to which they had pre- 
viously given no attention, namely, “medical 
science,” and to ask themselves what this 
“science” is that does such unscientific and 
unnatural things. lu other words it has 
proved a boomerang. 

Meantime, those who have studied the care 
of the body in sickness and health have had 
no anxiety, knowing that neither this nor 
any other disease could harm those whose 
blood is pure, any more than you can grow 
orange trees on a cement sidewalk. Or, 
should they get it, because they, have a small 
amount of impurities in their b , it would 
assume a very mild form. In other words, 
they may walk serenely where pestilence 
rages, like Daniel in the lion’s den.

development ceases. Experiment, of 
necessity imperfect, is always open to at- 
tack. It suffers the stings of failure and the 
barbe of criticism but only through experi- 
ment may change and growth be brought 
about; only through courageous failures 
can the ultimate be attained. 

The desire to experiment comes as a re 
sult of dissatisfaction. New methods are 
invented because vision reveals that there is 
~ something beyond the present. Vision is the 
result of the blending of emotion and imagi- 
mation; creation, the result of vision. 

The reason there bas been so little crea- 
tive work in our American theaters is be- 
cause they have for so long been controlled 
by men lacking in vision—men in the game 
for the sake of the money and not for the 
sake of the art. Imagination and .creative 
genius have played no part. 

As a result of such sordid commercialism, 
dissatisfaction has crept in and the next 
step has been experimentation, a reactionary 
movement apparent in Europe many years 
before ite full force was felt here. 


The new school has suffered many and. 


furious attacks from the old school. Failures 
have been recorded and mistakes held up to 
a skeptical public. Many experimental the- 
eaters have indeed suffered defeat. By their 
birth and passing | am reminded of Kipling’s 
‘After me cometh a builder, tell him I too 
have known,” for each sincere group of ex- 
perimenters has delved and dug and builded 
and profited by the successes and failures 
of other groups. But those that have failed 
have passed on the torch to someone else 
antil today there are in America over 
seventy-five small theaters where eight years 
ago there were none. 

These experimental theaters, be they 
called Little Theaters, Art Theaters, Com- 
munity Theaters or what not, have all been 
motivated by a desire to get away from com- 
mercialism and to experiment freely in new

HE question that is constantly being 

asked is, “Why are there so many little 
theater failures?” 

The answer is not nard to find. The or- 
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timacy and a simplicity possible on a small 


stage that is quite out of the question in 
the typical professional theater. The fact 
that so much of our dramatic output at pres- 
ent is in the form of the one act play is a 
vital reason for the encouragement of small 
theaters. 

We have had as many kinds of experi- 
Mental theaters as there have been creative 
minds to demonstrate their theories. Some 
have represented community effort, many 
have striven for “the newest things in art,” 
others have struggled for the unusual both 
in the play and in the setting, and some few 
have chosen a middle course and endeavored 
to present plays of literary merit together 
with the newer methods of stage investiture. 

The Community Theater of Hollywood, 
being in September, 1917, 
ith the avowed purpose of 

matter where it led, nor 
the iconoclastic desire 
to break down all the conventions of art and 
life and give free expression to every wild 
impulse. Rather, the aim has been to give 
wholesome drama with a literary quality, 
acted and staged with sincerity and artistic 
simplicity. 

The success of any project either of art or 
finance depends upon the ability of the “pro- 
motors” to study the surroundings and to 
make the enterprise fit the conditions. The 
Hollywood Community Theater has tried to 
meet the needs of an intelligent, apprecia- 
tive community. In short, an effort has been 
made to study the community and to have 
its theater express its ideals, to make of its 
theater a place where good drama, whole 
some amusement and intelligent rocreation 
could be enjoyed: 4 place where one act 
Plays seldom seen on the professional stage 
might be presented for the community and 
acted by members of the community. 

Many people think that the reason for 
starting the theater in Hollywood was be- 
cause there was such a large moving picture 
field to draw from. Quite to the contrary. 
Be it known that the thought never occurred 
that the film people might be interested. 

However, it has been a source of grati- 
fication to find that although no effort 
Was made to seek them, they came with a 
generosity of spirit and an earnest desire to 
co-operate that has been most helpful. Some 
of the strongest support and the greatest en- 
couragement hag come from the motion pic- 
ture directors, scenic artists and actors. 
Nevertheless, to the question that is asked 
repeatedly, “How much does the Hollywood 
theater depend upon the moving picture 
people for ite audience and support?” the 
answer ig always the same: “Only to the 
extent to which they form a vital part of the 
community.” 

Much of the initial success of the Holly- 
wood Community Theater was made possible 
by the self-sacrificing efforts of the president 
of the association who first secured enough 
members to make possible the repair of the 
dilapidated old building which was to be- 
come the theater. He and the men working 
with him—who, by tha way, were not pur- 
suers of art at all, but just InteMigent, en- 
thusiastic college men who didn’t know as 
mach about a theater as they did about a 
football game but who believed in clean, 
wholesome, invigorating amusement—are de- 
serving of unstinted praise for making it 
possible to launch the project. 

After the building had been repaired and 
fitted up in such degree of good taste and 
comfort as the finances permitted, a stage 
and a simple lighting system were installed, 
some chairs and a piano were borrowed, and 
the theater was opened.
